are 
built on Bamboo poles up from the 
ground, made 
of 
beautiful 
woven 
m attings, w ith roofs of tile and soine 
thatcfied; the people, mostly Malay« ^, 
wearing scarcely any 
clothes 
and 
mostly hatless, but those 
that did 
wear a head covering wore the Tittle 
round conical ones, which were very 
picturesque. All seemed content and 
happy and seemed to do much more 
wmrk than the natives of Manila. 
These Malays are goverened by the 
Dutch, and the island is nine times 
the si^^e of the m other governm ent— 
Holland. The Dutch govern them and 
the people do the work; the result is

There are fine roads through the 
island; a great system of canals and

Paris, May 14.—The suicide of a 
repub lican guard and a young woman 
who had chosen to share his fate has 
added another chapter to the tragic 
annals of the “wiassons fatales.” 
The guard came of a good prov in­ 
cial family of peasants, tiras 26 years 
old, handsome, military appearance, 
and 
conq uered 
female 
admiration 
wherev er he turned. 
Sometimes he got so emb roiled in 
his lov e affairs that his chiefs, who 
got to know of it, had to giv e him pa­ 
ternal adv ice, spiced now and then 
with a few days of military arrest. 
Nothing cu^ed him. howev er, and 
his last difficult situation arose from 
the fact that he was in lov e with a 
young married woman and with the 
sweetheart of one of his friends. 
The inev itab le happened, ana the 
second woman was 
placed in such 
a situation that when his chiefs learn­ 
ed of it they told him that he had 
no alternativ e b ut to m arry her. 
He, howev er, was so emb arrassed 
at not knowing which side to choose 
that he could th|nk of nothing b etter 
than to commit suicide with the one 
who apparently lov ed him most. This 
turned out to b e the married woman. 
She had, unknown to her husb and, 
rented a room apart, where she re­ 
ceiv ed the guard. 
He b roke through 
the rules which confined him to the 
b arracks, and went to the meeting 
place with his rev olv er loaded. They 
penned together the following letters. 
She wrote to her husb and: 
“When you get this you will b e rid 
of tne and happy. 
Adieu. 
Don’t b e 
angry long.” 
/ 
. 
He wrote to a friend: 
“Don’t b other to try to discov er^ 
the reasons for our death. 
W’e aré' 
tired of life ahd we prefer to b e unit­ 
ed forev er in death. We wish to b e 
b uried in the same grav e, so as not to 
b e separated in eternity.” 
When they had written this they 
calmly carried out their tragic pur­ 
pose. 
They were found dead on the 
b ed, lying arm in arm, and each had 
two b ullet wounds in the head. Four 
shots had b een fired from the rev ol­ 
v er, which was still in the guard’s 
hand.

protector, emperor, ev en. It is only 
b y an extra-constitu tional concentra- 
tiou of the legislativ e

that 
this conciliator will b e ab le to fu lfill 
his task.”
